Advertising Man for Util- 
ity Confesses Seeking 
Support of Industry for 
Campaign To Discredit 
President by Innuendo. 


WITNESS ADMITS 
RUMORS BASELESS 


He Tells Committee Prac- 
’ tically All of His Sug- 
| gestions Have Been Put 
‘Into Effect Recently.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—(/)— 
Delving into admitted efforts to over- 
throw the New Deal politically, the 
senate lobby committee today disclos- 
ed a letter to a utilities concern sug- 
gesting a “whispering campaign” that 
President Roosevelt was ineane. 

From its author, FE. P. Cramer, 
Plainfield, N. J., advertising man, the 
committee drew a frankly shame-faced 
admission that he had proposed such 
a course, and that the “whispering 
campaign” later developed. 

Letter Denied. 

His letter was written to C. F. 
Groesbeck, chairman of the board of 
Electric bond & Share, who later 
denied receiving the letter, or knowing 
Cramer and termed the whole sug- 
gestion as “ridiculous.” 

Meanwhile, the house rules commit- 
tee, also investigating lobbying on the 
public utlities bill, heard E. V. Sellers 
repeat his story of seeing Representa- 
tire Patton, democrat. Texas, emerge 
from the hotel room of John W. Car- 
ponter, president of Texas Power and 
Light, with a small bex in his hand. 

Committee members, anxious to vin- 
dicate Patton of an implication of 
wrongdoing arising from a $3,000 in- 
vestment in government bonds, grilled 
Sellers sharply on all details while he, 
also a Texan, clung steadfastly to his 
story. Patton has denied it in almost 
every detail. 

Cramer's letter, written on March 
28, was followed up a few days later 
by a personal discussion with G. G. 
Walker, Groesbeck's assistant. The 
letter listed a series of proposals for 
means of discrediting the New Deal 
and the President. 

Cramer's Suggestion. 


But committee members leaned for- 
ward in amazement at this particular 
suggestion : 

“A whispering campaign to create 
popular suspicion that the New Deal- 
ers and especially the New-Dealer-in- 
Chief are either incompetent or in- 
sane, discrediting them in the same 
way that Michaelson so successfully 
discredited Hoover.” 

The reference was to Charles Mich- 
aecison, director of publicity for the 
democratic national committee prior 
to and during the 1932 campaign.

MDIVANI, EX-MATE 
OF BARBARA 


IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Marrying Prince’s Wom- 


MADRID, Aug. 1.—(UP)—Prince 
Alexis Mdivani, of the marrying 
Georgian princes, divorced husband of 
Barbara Hutton. and Louise Van 
Alen, was killed in a motor accident 
today when his Rolls-Royce over- 
turned on. a mountain road. 

Accompanied by an_ unidentificd 
woman—who was seriously injured— 
that handsome  polo-playing prince 
was speeding to catch a train for 
Paris. 

The smart automobile, careening 
along the highway between Palamos 
and Figueras—near the French fron- 
tier—was traveling at 80 miles an 
hour when it struck a gutter. 

The car turned over and was com- 
pletely destroyed. Alexis was dead 
when removed from the wreckage. 
The woman, seriously injured, was 
taken to a hospital in Gerona. 

Mdivani had been attending a party 
at the home of his brother-in-law, the 
noted Spanish painter, Jose Maria 
Sert, at Palmos. Sert married Russie 
Mdivani in 1928, 

The divorced husband of two Amer- 
ican heiresses volunteered to drive the 
woman to the train, friends said, 
leading to the accident. Police at Ge- 
rona, near which the tragedy oc- 
curred, said the crash apparently was 
due to excessive speed. 

The handsome _ polo-playing mem- 
ber of the “marrying Mdivani” broth- 
ers was the youngest of the quintet, 
sons of General Zakhari Mdivani, of 
Tiflis, Georgia, was 31 years old, 

Louise Van Alen, beawtiful $10,- 
000,000 heiress, divorced him ‘in De- 
cember, 1932, at The Hague on 
grounds of incompatibility. 

Alexis was married to “Babs” Hut- 


ton in Paris the following June afier 
literally “following her around the 
world” on a tour she was making. 

The five-and-ten-cent store heiress’ 
father, Franklyn L. Hutton, saw to 
it that his daughter retained full con- 
trol of her money after wedding the 
handsome Georgian, upon whom he 
made settlements variously reported 
as $1,000,000 on marriage, a $250- 
000 settlement, $50,000 annually for 
life or $40,000 annually while he re- 
mained her husband. 

Barbara finally divorced him May 
13 in Reno and immediately became 
the Countess Kurt von Haugwitz-Re- 
ventlow, of Denmark. 

Alexis visited Barbara in New 
York in the 1932 Christmas season 
and in January, 1933, she sailed for 
the far east, reportedly having been 
“sent away” by her parents. ‘The 
handsome Georgian prince followed 
her. 

They were wed in Paris that 
June. The three-goaler polo player 
was baptized a Christian before the 
wedding, which was a_two-religion 
ceremony, first Mohammedan and 
then Christian.

Break All Records in South Georgia 


Tremendous Offerings in Warehouses Sell for From 18 to 
e 22 Cents Per Pound; Weed Growers 
: Are Pleased at Prices.

Georgia’s bright. leaf tobacco auc- 
tions opened yesterday with tremen- 
dous offerings, and the average of 
prices reported unofficially at 18 
to 22 cents a pound. 


Many of the 15 cities in south Geor- 
gia, where auctions were held, sai‘ 
the first day's receipts were the great- 
est on record. Reports generally 
said growers were satisfied, but until 
official figures are compiled late 
this week, or early next week, by 
the State Department of Agriculture, 
actual price data for the state as a 
whole will not be available.

The Governor, speaking at a céle- 
bration marking the opening of the to- 
bacco auction season in Georgia, catied 
on Georgia “to go to the next dem- 
oeratiec national convention to help se- 
lect the right man for president.” 

The crowd cheered the Governor as 
he assailed the national administra- 
tion.

“Well,” replied Talmadge, “I’m not 
making any statement about that yet, 
but I'll tell you. this:

“The next. president of the United 
States has got, to be the exact opposite 
of the one up there in Washington 
now.”

BEATEN BY HOUSE 


Deadlock Is:Tightened as 
Body Votes To Bar Ex- 
pert From Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—(P)— 
Striking two swift blows against the 
administration’s proposal.for manda- 
tory abolition of “unnecessary” hold- 
ing companies, the house today tight- 
ened the deadlock over the measure 
and left its future clouded. 

fn some quarters of Capitol Hill 
beliefs were expressed privately that 
adjournment of congress might see the 
highly controverted measure still un- 
eted wpon;* ~*~ vinteee ‘* 

Georgia's representatives voted five 
to four against adoption of the so- 
called “death sentence,” ‘with Con- 
gressman Whelchel abstaining. Lined 
up’ behind the measure were Castel- 
low, Cox, Deen and Owen, while those 
opposing the. bill included Brown, Pe- 
terson, Ramspeck, ‘KFarver and Vinson. 

In quick succession the house voted 
210 to.155 against what many mem- 
bers term the “death sentence,” and 
then instructed its conferees on the 
utility bill. to insist that outsiders be 
excluded from conference sessions. 

This action was aimed at Ben 
Cohen, administration aid, who the 
senate conferees insist be admitted to 
deliberations on the bill. The house 
vote was 183:to 172 for his exclusion. 

Vote Tightens Deadlock. 

The latter controversy had held the 
bill in a seemingly unbreakable déad- 
lock for nearly three weeks, and to all 
appearances that deadlock was but 
made the tighter by the action of the 
10uSe, 

Chairman Wheelér,. of. the 
conferees, was indignant. 

“The house hasn't. the right or au- 
thoriyt to tell the senate what shouldé 
be done as to its conferees, nor has 
the senate the right to tell the house,” 
he said. “The presence or non-presence 
of an individual, means nothing.’’ 

It was apparent the senators intend- 
ed to stick to their position. By today’s 
action, the house conferees were bound 
to do so—all five of them—although 
previously only three had taken that 
stand. Wheeler said the senate group 
would meet tomorrow to discuss the 
situation.

Geneva Circles Maintain 
Hope for Agreement

GENEVA, Aug. 1.—(4)—Benito 
Mussolini refused today to promise 
not to go to war against Ethiopia but 
British and French negotiators. deter- 
mined to explore every possibility of 
peace, pushed ahead with “behind the 
scenes” negotiations. 

A conference among representatives 
of Italy, Ethiopia, France and Brit- 
ain next week, either at Paris or 
Ventimiglia, Italy, was one recourse 
reported under discussion. 
had not agreed to that, however. 

The League of Nations council, 
called to consider the African crisis, 
again sat back today and waited to 
see what Anthony Eden, Britain's 
representative, Pierre Laval, French 
premier, and Maxim Litvinoff, soviet 
commissar for foreign affairs, could 
work out. 

A public session set for 5 p. m. 
today was called off. It may be held 
tomorrow, depending on the nego- 
tiators’ progress. 

Meanwhile, in conferences: tonight, 
Italy, France and Great Britain rep- 
resentatives' were reported::to» have 
reached a tentative accord on possible 
ways to keep peace. 

Earlier in the day, some quarters 
had optimistically predicted an agree- 
ment within 24 hours. That hope 
faded, however, as the complete story 
of the day’s happenings became 
known. 

Eden, Laval and Litvinoff, meeting 
last night, drafted rough plans for 
peace. They envisaged: ‘Revival of 
the Italo-Ethiopian vonciliation com- 
mission; mutual pledges of non-resort 
to war during arbitration; conversa- 
tions among France, England and 
Italy, signatories of the 1906 treaty 
guaranteeing Ethiopia's integrity, 
time limits for reports on progress 
to the League council, which would 
meet again September 4. 

Italy immediately objected. Baron 
Pompeo Aloisi, heading the Italian 
delegation, presented those objections 
to Laval. The French premier im- 
mediately got his good friend, Musso- 
lini, on the telephone. 

Il Duce Stands Firm. 


_It was of no avail. I] Duce stood 
firm. He did not want, he explained, 
the clause involving pledges against 
war. He did not like linking of 
peace efforts to the League council, 
nor did he fancy having Italians sit 
down at the council table with 
Ethiopians as equals, the latter on 
the grounds that Ethiopia did not 
sign the 1906 treaty.

WEST PONT SENIORS 
BEGIN TRAINING PERIOD 


Cadets at Ft. Benning Watch 
Experts Use Modern War 
Implements. 


By GLENN RAMSEY. 

Associated Press Staff Writer. 

FORT BENNING, Ga., August 1. 
(P)}—The army’s future bosses, the 
senior class at West Point, today 
saw a dummy tank punctured like a 
potato grater with one of the newest. 
weapons in use at this great in- 
fantry school. 

On the first day of their annual 
training period in the south, the 
cadets saw various types of firing 
under actual war conditions on the 
96.000-acre reservation. 

Garbed in their gray service uni- 
forms, the student officers answered 
revielle at 5:30 a. m., partook of 
breakfast: in the cafeteria of the in- 
fantry school detachment and then 
went into the field. 

They stood along the sidelines and 
watched the experts—old-timers all— 
demonstrate the increased efticiency 
of the modern implements of war. 

Brigadier General G. H. Estes, 
commandant at Benning, in a brief 
speech welcoming the cadets, urged 
them to pay close attention to the 
demonstrations and profit by their 
knowledge as did last year’s seniors, 
the first West Point class to come 
here. 

The firing of the old-time water- 
cooled machine gun and the newest 
type air-cooled weapon was explained. 
The new gun, which is being closely 
guarded by the army at present. is 5# 
per cent more effective than the old 
one and has killing power with ac- 
curacy at 2,000 yards. 

A new one-pounder and a six-pound- 
er were fired at a dummy tank towed 
by one of the latest tanks on a zig- 
zag course, 

So efficient were the guns and the 
men handling them that the target 
was pierced until it appeared impos- 
sible that anything could have lived 
inside it under the withering fire. 

The gunners made eight direct hits 
with the one-pounder at approximate- 
ly 1,500 yards out of 25 shots. To- 
morrow there will be firing of anti- 
aircraft guns at a target~towed by 
a plane.

MORGENTHAU RETICENT 
ON TAX-THE-RICH BILL 


Treasury Chief Refuses To 
Condemn or Approve 
Measure at Hearing. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—(/)—/ 


The $270,000,000 wealth tax bill, mi- 
nus Secretary Morgenthau’s approval 
or condemnation and filibustered at 
every step by a belligerent republican 
minority, teday started throu the 
house. . 

Mergenthau, obviously uncomfort- 
able though smiling, told the senate 
finance committee he would neither 
approve nor disapprove the house ways 
and means committee’s bill. 

He declined even to say in what 
respect it differed from the President's 
recommendations but insisted there 
should be no difficulty in “telling.” 
Democratic senators had protested the 
house draft “ignored” the President's 
message. 

Pressed for a statement as to wheth- 
er he would be “satisfied” with the 
house bill, Morgenthau replied that 
the treasury would “have to be satis- 
fied” with whatever congress voted. 

Shortly after Morgenthau left the 
senate committee’s stand, the contro- 
verted bill was brought up on the 
house floor. 

Snell Attacks Bill. 

The trouble started when Represent- 
ative Snell, of New York, the repub- 
lican Jeader, said: 

“The threat in this bill and the 
menace which is frightening business 
is that it opens the door to outright 
concentration of wealth by the state 
to be used for whatever purposes 
those who sit in the seat of the 
mighty might determine.” 

His answer came from Represent- 
ative O'Conner. 

“Are the republicans going to the 
country next year criticizimg us be- 
cause we tax those who make only 
more than $50,000 a year; because we 
tax profits when they are too high; 
because we tax inheritances which no- 
body has earned; because we tax gifts 
to avoid taxes? 

“If they do, we welcome that issue. 
If that is socialism the country will 
accept it before it goes back to the 
old republicanism.” 

Then the filibuster started. The re- 
publicans forced a roll call vote end- 
ing 261 to 78, by which the house 
adopted a resolution making the bill 
in order. 

Angry at democratic attempts to 
push the bill through by Saturday 
night, they even forced a clerk to 
read nearly half the 98-page measure, 
filled with figures. 

Filibuster Broken. 

Finally, when the democrats showed 
they were in the saddle and would 
keep the house in session all night if 
necessary, the filibuster broke. The 
republicans even agreed to meet at 
10 o'clock tomorrow, two hours ear- 
lier than usual. 

But the day's delay tactics had 
achieved one G. O. P. objective—they 
made it highly doubtful that the bill 
would be passed by Saturday night.

We have 
incurred and aré@ incurring largé*emer- 
gency expenditures according to a 
carefully planned program for the 
sole object of caring for the urgent 
needs of our citizens and promoting 
recovery. 

“Additional revenue which will 
necessarily fall short of meeting our 
full needs will not warrant new or 
additional expenditures outside our 
budget plans, Any such new or addi- 
tional expenditures -would not con- 
form to the best interests of the na- 
tional budget. 

Wants Deficit Reduced. 

“I hope the congress will provide 
that the proceeds of the new taxati 
you are considering shall be preserved 
scrupulously for the purpose, first, of 
reducing the deficit, and, later, of re- 
ducing thé public debt.” 

Such an earmarking was rejected by 
the ways and means committee be- 
cause of doubts of its constitutionality. 

Senator Byrd, democrat, Virginia, 
remarked in this connection that since 
the current fiscal year deficit would 
amount to about $4,000,000,000, the 
pending tax measure would take care 
of only 7 per cent of that.

The Aztecs did not have months of 
the same length as ours. They divided 
the year into 18 “months” of 20 days 


each: with an éxtra five-day period, 


which made a year of 365 days. 

They knew that the true year is a 
little longer than 365 days, but they 
used a different system than we do, 
with our “leap years,” to make up 
for the extra hours. Instead they had 
a 365-day year for 51 years, and then 
—in the 52nd year—they added a pe-
